40 Applicant herewith elects Group I Claims 1-35 (as amended 
hereby and drawn to intraocular lens), subject to 
Applicant's reserved right to proceed with Group II Claims 
36-42 (drawn to a method of implantation) in a subsequent 
divisional application. 

45 Responsive to -the requirement for election of species 
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(page 3 of the Office Communication) , In Figures 1-7 of 
Species 1 and the variations of Figures 11 and 12 of Species 
3 and 4, the secondary IOL attachment slit is formed in the 
primary IOL optic itself. In Figures 8-10 of Species 2 and 

5 the variation of Figure 13 of Species 5, the secondary IOL 
attachment slit is formed in a small tab that extends 
radially from the primary IOL optic peripheral edge; and in 
Figures 14-15 of Species 6 and in Figures 16-17 of Species 
7, the secondary IOL attachment slit is formed a primary IOL 

10 attachment region (haptic) joined to the primary IOL optic 
peripheral edge.

Species chart, referring to claims as amended hereby:

20 Species #4 of Figure 12 is covered by Claims 1, 4-8 and 

21-29. 

Species #5 of Figure 13 is covered by Claims 9, 11-12, 
14, 16-26, 30-31 and 33-35. 

Species #6 of Figures 14-15 is covered by Claims 9, 11, 
25 14, 16-26, 30 and 32-35. 

Species #7 of Figures 16-17 is covered by Claims 9, 11, 
14, 16-26, 30 and 32-35. 

Applicant elects the identified Species 1 (Figures 1-7; 
30 Claims 1, 4-8 and 21-29) for examination in the event no 
generic claim is finally held allowable, subject to 
Applicant's retained right to pursue any or all of the non- 
elected Species 2-7 at a later time. 
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
